Brett bought his first Falcon GT m 1988. 

It was an Ultra White XA GT sedan with 
black trim, and it certainly helps explain his 
nostalgic attachment to the model and 
the Aussie muscle car era. Hoover F^cm 
GT clubs weren’t quite so inclusive as t y 
are these days and since the vehicle wasn t 
quite original his local organisation wasn as 
welcoming as they could have been. 

Brett and his wife Lisa began buying and 
selling cars together, mostly GTs, back m 
le 1990s when they were still quite cheap
